flames and the groans of the dying. 
The 
Western Union office was destroyed and all 
the wires were b roken except ons leading to 
this city. 
Assistance was telegraphed for to 
Evansville, ana a special train with five en­ 
gines and reels, also a numb er of physicians, 
was immediately sent to the rescue. 
The en­ 
tire town of Blount Vernon is practically de­ 
stroyed. 
The Louisville & Nashville shops 
are also in ruins. 
Engineer Cummings, cf 
the Louisville & Nashville railroad, was in­ 
stantly killed in the early part of the storm. 
* 
Tue latest reports from the scene of troub le 
state that so far forty-eight b odes have b eon 
taken from the ruins. 
It is estimate I that 
£ 50 people are injured. 
Owing to the ab ­ 
sence of telegraph facilities it is impossib le at 
this hour to ob tain any list of the killed and 
wounded, 
Relief trains tv ill lu sent from 
this city and St. Louis as so o n as possib le. 
The storm is reported as devastating por­ 
tions of the state of Kentucky, near Norton- 
ville, b ut no particulars are ob tainab le.

Hundreds of houses were b lown down, and 
many jieop’o wore crushed in the ruins. 
The 
large b udding known m the Crows b lock 
was demolished. 
The Methodist Episcopal 
church is almost a mass of ruins. 
Tue 15 ip- 
tist church is also a wreck. 
The pub lic 
school b uilding is razxi to the ground. 
The town is ab out two miles long east and 
west, an 1 the eours_' of the tornado took in 
ab out two-thirds of the east end; the western 
portion of the town escaped. 
The b usinest 
portion of the town is completely ruined. 
The pla<*e looks as though an earthquake had 
visited it. 
The county court house is one of* 
the most complete wrecks. 
As I write the 
lire is dying out, after a stub b orn conflict to 
extinguish if. 
All of the largest and b est 
b uildings seem to have suffered mast. 
The 
Commercial hotel is also completely ruined, 
b ut none of the guests was injured us far as 
known. 
The damage to property is variously esti­ 
mated from $590,000 to $1,000,000. 
It is not 
known what damage has b .*tm sustained in 
the country. 
East Main street for a quarter 
of a mile i n-> hardly a house left standing, 
and as near as cun b e ascertained this is the 
case all over the city from near the center to 
the east end. 
On» of t he worst of the many horrors was 
that lire b ut 0 out so swiftly irom the ruins 
that many oí the paralyse* ! people were un­ 
ab le to escape. 
They were caught fast in 
the falling, b lazing ruins, and Mere consumed 
b y the flames. 
It is thought many have per* 
idted in this way. 
Thk L a te st —Late dispatches say 
the 
scene in the atiickeu city Bunday night was 
particularly distressing. 
Through the great 
heaps cf ruins men, women and b oys were 
struggling in their » Hurts to reach thus:» im­ 
prison* d b meath timb ers and b ricks. 
Cries 
came from every pile of deb ris. 
In some 
of the streets where the great clou 1 swept 
with resistless force the dead lay in the warm 
rnui, which mingled with their b lood. Ab ove 
the scene of desolation the sky was red from 
the confl igration, and the wind, which was 
b lowing from the south, was laden with b laz­ 
ing b rands. 
Such a picture appalled the 
stoutest heart. 
For hours the survivors 
thought of nothing b ut themselve» , 
With 
flames roaring b ehind and upon all si les of 
them, there was no alternative b ut to flee 
over the b odies of the dead and tb e wounded 
and the mass of ruins which piuued them to 
the earth. 
For an hour it looked us though 
the victims of the b last would b e b urned 
where they lay. 
As the night wore on the 
survivois b ecame b raver, and plunged into 
the rums of the east end, where many hap­ 
less creatures lay groaning and praying. 
Torches, lanterns and lamps U ekerod over 
the desolate tract us far us the eyo could 
reach. 
Men and women who had not yet re­ 
moved their Sunday garments worked nob ly 
in the falling rain and wreckage. 
There 
was no means of i ientifying the dead and 
wounded. 
All were so horrib y crushed that 
some of the hysterical searchers b ore their 
own dead without b eing ab le to distinguish 
their ghastly b urden. 


In so me pla ces in the Ea st End bl< eke of 
ho uses were blo wn do wn a s tho ugh they ha d 
been ma de o f ca rds. 
It wa s in this district 
tha t the mo st distressing scenes were wit­ 
nessed. 
Who le fa milies were buried under 
their ro o fs witho ut wa rning sa v e tha t giv en 
by the sto rm clo ud a s it bo unded o v er the 
ea rth like a il immense rubber ba il. 
The 
wo unded Iny in the remna nts a t o v er 100 
ho uses, and ev ery few mo ments a 
deid bo dy , 
ba ttered o ut o f a ll sembla nce to huma nity , 
wa s tenderly dra gged fro m its priso n a nd 
bo rne to a pla ce o f sa fety . 
The city is ruined financially, not estima t­ 
ing the incalab le loss of life, a nl grea t sufTer- 
will follow if outside assistance is not re­ 
ceived. 
It should bo sent to the mayor, G. 
H. liaiuell, who wall give it to the proper 


committee. 
A meeting of the b una ess men 
was held an I committees appointed to care 
for the dead and wounded and protect the 
property as much as possib le. 
Many people 
who escaped with their livet have nothing b e­ 
sides. 
Blany are walking tha streets, with 
no homo to go to. 
In a 11 -5 H> dwellings are destroyed and many 
otheis injured. 
The dead nre b eing gathered 
i*t the supremo court house, which has b een 
converted into a reeeptacla for the dead and 
wounded. This b uilding is also damaged, b ut 
not seriously. 
The latest reports show twenty-nine killed 
ab out 100 injured, some of whom will die. 
The storm came just after the Buuday 
schools closed or there is no telling what the 
loss would have l>eon, as the Methodist and 
Baptist churches were totally destroyed. 
Everything that can b ) douo for the 
won a led is b ring done, and the hundreds 
who are rendered homeless are b eing looked 
after. 
Many families are likely to b j desti­ 
tute of food and clothing, as they have lost 
all they possessed. 
The city is well guarded 
b y b oth mounted and patrol policemen.

for hi* product, and as the tariff was put on 
and raised from time to time the price of 
wool continually decreased. 
This infant 
industry, 
which 
needed 
protection 
in 
1824, is at three-score years uud ten still an 
infant in its mother's arms. 
“Hu?,” said Mr. 
BIHls, ‘‘I will teli you in confidence, we are 
going to free it, and we ore not going to re­ 
move the a uty on manufactured gecdi. ” 
W, W. Urapo, of Blassachus itts, dealt with 
the question of tho surplus, which he would 
reduce b y cutting! IT the internal revenue sys­ 
tem, The men who ate now crying for tarilf 
reform—Carlisle and Mills among them— 
voted “No’’ on tho propositions to remove 
war taxes like tho tax on matches. Blr. Mills 
had said nothing ab out cutting off tin $53,- 
000,oOO duty on sugar or the $ 10,000,000 on 
luxuries; therefore there would b e only $114,- 
000,000 from which to reduce $100,000,000. In 
that case, is the question of free trade ab so­ 
lutely irrelevant* Mr. Crapo turned tho 
laugh on Mills b y quoting him as saying that 
tho reduction of tarilf made wool higher to 
the farmer and lower to tho manufacturer. 
Congressman Breckenridge, of Kentucky, 
said that it was simply a question of free to­ 
b acco and free whisky on one side, and free 
necessaries of life and untrammele I commer­ 
cial activit y on the other. 
K. A. Hartshorn, of the American Pro­ 
tective Tai iff league, made a sharp speech in 
favor of protection, and said that the im­ 
portance to tho manufacturer of free raw 
material had b ean greatly exaggerated.

Comas of Maryland 1ms introduced a b ill 
proposing to estab lish a postal telegraph 
service b y contract with existing lines, or the 
purchase of lines and facilities from existing 
lines. 
Hopkins of Virginia has introduced a 
b ill in tb e house toestab lish postal telegraphs 
that is simplicity and b revity comb ined. 
Section 
1 authorizes the postmaster gen­ 
eral 
to 
estab lish 
telegraph 
and 
tele­ 
phone service, either or b oth, as soon as prac- 
ticab le, upon all availab le post roads within 
the jurisdiction of the United Btates; section 
3 makes it a felony, after tb e postmaster 
general announces that this service is in op­ 
eration, for any person or corporation to 
transmit me sages; section «*> authorizes the 
postmaster general to fix rates at ab out the 
cost of operating the service; section 4 ap­ 
propriates the pub lic funds necessary to carry 
this act into effect ; section 5, the last, repeals 
all laws in conflict with this b ill, and directs 
that it go into elf :ct when approval. 
On the sub ject of telegraph supervision or 
regulation, Senator Spooner and Represent­ 
ative Guenther have introduced identical 
b ills. 
Both prohib it unreasonab le telegraph 
rate# and preferential rates to particular per­ 
sons, companies or locality, or class of b usi­ 
ness; make pooling of receipts unlawful; di­ 
rect the pub lication from time to time cf 
telegraph rates, and give to the pos turns ter 
general authority to inquire into the man­ 
agement of the b usiness of telegraph compa­ 
nies generally. 
All of the b ills introduced propose rates on 
commercial b usiness much lower than exist­ 
ing rates, while the tolls on press matter are 
in most instances considerab ly higher than 
the cont of tho United Press service to its 
numerous patrons. 
Iii the senate all tho b ills anl various plans 
looking to tho estab lishment of postal tele­ 
graph and telegraph regulation have b een 
referred to the committee on postoffices, and 
b y that committee again referred to a sub ­ 
committee of five.

covered with a heavy tarpaulin. 
Alongside 
the canvas lay a number of sixteen-repeating 
riñ es, end scattered alt over the deck were 
the empty shells of discharged cartridges. 
Parallel with the bulwarks of the Nickel 
ran a crimson stream. 
The came of the 
tragedy was this: 
Saturday night about S o’clock the Folly, 
Capt. George W. C.arke commanding, of 
the fishery force, lay iu her beat off ITackett’s 
Point. 
From Sandy Point, a mile away, 
came tho sound of falling and winding of 
dredges, showing that there was unlawful 
work going on at that bar. 
The Folly 
weighed anchor. 
As she approached the 
captain saw seven vessels on Handy Foint 
and heard a voice say: “Here comes Clarke. 
W hat are you going to do?'’ 
The answer came from the Nickel: “Stand 
your ground, surround him, and don’t lot 
him take you.” 
The Folly came up and called to the Nickel 
to heave to. 
Her captain refused to do so, 
and put on more sail to make off. 
Meantime 
the other vessals disposed themselves so as to 
place the Folly in the mid UN of them. 
Capt. 
Clarke 
avoided 
this 
by 
tack­ 
ing 
out, 
keeping 
along 
with 
the 
Nickel. 
Being within 
thirty yards of 
the vessel, Copt. Clarke hailed Capt. White­ 
house to heave to. 
Finding that ho had no 
intention to surrender, Capt. Clarke ordered 
his men to fire into the rigging of the Nickel. 
Four or five shots were thus fired. 
Then the 
Nickel opened on the Folly. 
Hhe was joined 
iu the attack by two others of the dre Igers, 
and for ten minutes the Folly engaged the 
three vessels in a fight of the warmest char­ 
acter. 
Bullets struck the sails of tho Folly, 
cut the rig png, and whistled past the heads 
of the crew. 
Finally the Nickt-l hauled up, and Capt. 
Clarke, revolver in hand, jumped aboard. 
Lying on the deck was the body of Capt. 
Whitehouse 
with

buliet-hole 
in 
his 
left temple. 
A 
sixteen-shooter lay 
by 
his side. 
Two undischarged cartridges were 
still in the rifle. 
The Leary, another vessel, 
was captured also, but not taken into Annapo­ 
lis.
